Baron Victim of Second Attack. : 


A telephone message immediately was sent 


to Baron yon Nolken at the city hall. Baron 


von Nolken, accompanied by a police of- 


| ficial, took @ carriage and started at once for

standing on‘ the pavement threw a bomb at 
the

Baron von Nolken was removed to the city 
hall, where it was found he had received 
injuries on the head, neck, arm, and leg, 
which are believed to be serious.

Meanwhile the police official accompanying 
Baron von Nolken saw the bomb thrower 
fleeing and pursued andaught up with him, 
but the criminal proved the stronger and tore 
himself away.

found dead in Sowia street and identified as 
a plain clothes policeman, He had been killed 
by the bomb thrower while pursuing him. 
No trace has been found of the baron’s as- 
sailant. 

According to the theory of the police the 
revolutionists calculated upon Baron yon 
Nolken going to Praga on learning of the 
explosion of the bomb at the station there, 
and knew he must pass the castle, that being 
the only road by which he conld reach the 
only bridge acrose the Vistula. 3

Von Nolken Hated by Poles. 
Baron von Nolken is hated by the mages 
of the Polish population, who hold him re- 
sponsible for the sanguinary suppression 
of the disturbances here at the end of Janu- 
ary. He has been here only a year, having 
come from St. Petersburg, where he was 
chief of the mounted division of the police. 
_ The attack on Baron von Nolken was the 
result of an elaborate conspiracy of the rev- 
olutionary party. | 
An organized depot of arms and bombs 
was @iscovered recently. on the premises 
of a wealthy merchant named Baraseoft. 
Investigation disclosed a conspiracy to dis- 
tribute arms. More than 800 arrests have 
been made in connection with the affair.

After threatening his wife’s life repeatedly, 
because he imagined she was trying to poison 
him, Alfred J. Oldfield last night shot and 
instantly killed her and comniitted suicide by 
shooting himself through the head, at their 
residence, 653 North Central Park avenue.

Attention to the decrease in the death rate 
from diphtheria in Chicago and the effective- 
ness of preventive measures is called in a 
weekly bulletin of the health department 
issued yesterday. New York, it is found, 
has had a mortality rate four times greater 
| than that prevailing in Chicago since the 
beginning of the year. 

A comparative showing indicates that in 
the ten years ending with 1904 there were 
18,566 deaths from diphtheria and croup in 
Chicago. In the ten years following there 
were 8,129 deaths due to the same causes, 
The rate fell from 13.58 to 488 for every 
10,000 population. 

“Tf the ravages of diphtheria had net been 
checked by the use of antitoxin during the 
Jast decennium,” the bulletin reporta, 
“there would have been 22,588 deaths from 
this former ‘ scourge of the nursery ’ instead 
of the 8,129 that did actually occur, a sav- 
ing of 14,409 lives.” 

Since the first of the year 478 deaths from 
the disease have been reported in New York 
and 109 in Chicago. New York's present 
diphtheria rate is 124 per cent that of Chica- 
go's,” the report runs, “and Chicago’s is 
still higher than it would be if antitoxin were 
more freely used.” 

As many deaths from cerebro-spinal fever 
haye been reported in the east, the depart- 

ment has assigned Dr. W. J. Class, medical 
inspector for the department, to investigate 
all deaths from the disease in Chicago. The 
fever was epidemic in 1898, since when there 
have been only forty-one deaths from it in 
the city. 

“The disease is extremely erratic in its 
appearance,” the bulletin reports, “and it 
is as true now as when it was written a 
the bulletin of October, 1898, that it is ‘
